We feel that "It 
can't happen here" but I am sure that had you suggested this 
possibility to the lukewarm Christians of those countries some 
years ago, they would have been sure that it could not happen 
there; but it did. 


Can we take the chance of it happening here? 
What is the surest safeguard against it? You will answer - 
& strong, vigorous Church and a loyal and devoted membership. 


We in Grace Church are blessed with both of these 
essentials. We must not, however, rest on our oars, but 
pledge our personal and financial support in order that the 
work of the Church may go forward.
